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Man, 26, Burns To Death In Trailer

A 26-year-old man was burn­ 
ed to death early this morning 
when fire swept his trailer in 
M iller’s Trailer Park, Croydon. 


The victim was Leo C. Cook. 
26-year - old machine worker, 
who moved into T railer No. 23 
about four weeks ago. Authori­ 
ties believe he formerly lived 
in Lindenwold, N.J. 


Cause of the fire, which burn­ 
ed the entire interior of the 
trailer, has not yet been deter­ 
mined. Harry 
Beck, chief of 
Croydon Fire Co. No. I, esti­ 
m ated dam age at $5,000. 


The trailer park, located on 
Cedar Ave., between State Road 
and Route 13, is owned by David 
Y. 
Miller,

Next Trailer 


Harry MacNeillys, who lives 
in the trailer next to Cook, dis­ 
covered the blaze shortly after 
5:30 a m. He and other trailer 
owner, George Clipner, told po­ 
lice Cook’s trailer was envel­ 
oped in flames when they ar­ 
rived on the scene. 


MacNeillys c a l l e d Croydon 
Fire Co. No. I while Clipner 
turned off the propane gas tanks 
in front of the trailer. 


Both men said they were un­ 
able to get to Cook because of

Cook’s body was found near 
the front door of the trailer. 
MacNeillys said the door was 
a ja r when he discovered the 
fire. Chief Beck said Cook ap- 


parently tried to escape the 
flaming trailer and had reached 
the door but was unable to go 
any further.

There was no Thanksgiving 
holiday in the Rohm & Haas 
Co. strike today as pickets con­ 
tinued their vigil outside the 
gates of the Bristol Township 
chemical and plastics plant. 


As the strike of 1,462 produc­ 
tion workers entered its 29th 
day, F. O. Haas, company pres­ 
ident, demanded that the Bris­ 
tol Township Board of Commis­ 
sioners re-assign additional po­ 
lice to the plant. 


Criticizes Action 


His request, in writing, was 
delivered late yesterday to the 
homes of each of the IO com 
missioners. 


Haas sharply criticized the ac­ 
tion of the commissioners on 
Nov. 18 in which they approved 
Bristol Township M anager Ron 
ald Zweig’s recommendation to 


withdraw extra police from the 
strike scene. 


Zweig had told the commis­ 
sioners t h a t 
the 
emergency 
strike duty “ has made it im ­ 
possible to provide the normal 
police services” throughout the 
township. 


Haas wrote the commission­ 
ers “ this is exceedingly disturb­ 
ing news to m e.”

200 Whites Sav< 
In New Airdrop 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(UPI) —An American - Belgian 
airlift today rescued another 200 
white hostages from Congolese 
rebels. But at least 14 other 
whites, including an American, 
were reported killed and fed to 
crocodiles. 


Belgian paratroops and U.S. 
Air Force pilots made a spec­ 
tacular rescue from the rebel- 
held town of Paulis in the heart 
of Congolese jungles. It followed 
by 48 hours a sim ilar operation 
in Stanleyville. 


But one of the survivors, hon 
oary Belgian Consul Andre De 
Gotte, said 20 European men 
were beaten to death by the 
rebels Wednesday and Tuesday 
and that at least 14 of them 
had been thrown into a croco­ 
dile-infested river. 


He said the 14 included Dr. 
Joseph Tucker, 
an American 
medical missionary. His home 
address was not known. 
De Gotte said the rebels knew 
Tucker was an American. 


De 
Gotte 
was 
among 
the 
first 40 survivors of the Paulis 
captivity to arrive here. None 
of the first group was injured, 
but it was understood that later 
flights carried injured refugees. 


Paullis, 225 miles northwest of 
Stanleyville, was 
believed to 
have been the last m ajor pock­ 
et of rebel resistance. 


It fell today 2*4 hours after 
the paratroopers landed, but the 
rebels put up stiff groundfire. 
One Belgian soldier was report­ 


ed killed and five other para­ 
troopers wounded.

C130 transport planes, piloted 
by Americans, were hit but 
dam age was said to have been 
minor.

ly present a clearer picture of 
the nature of county operations 
and the 
reasons 
behind 
the 
changing program s and finan­ 
cial data, due to the relatively 
skimpy published 
data 
avail­ 


able in county financial reports, 
and in support of county budg­ 
ets, on anything except finan­ 
cial figures. 
Common In State 
In making this statem ent, the 
PEL levels no special criticism 
at Bucks County operations, be­ 
cause this situation is rather 
common in Pennsylvania coun­ 
ty government, as well as in 
Pennsylvania 
municipal 
and 
school government, a spokes 


man said. 
Yet, in a county government 
where annual expenditures run 
In the magnitude of $7 million 
and where the county is under­ 
taking extensive program s in 
many areas of public adminis­ 
tration, the PEL says it would 
seem advisable to provide more
